The French gov- 
ernment is then to assume 
control of the situation, alone, or in 
conjunction with Italy and Belgium.

BODY OF WOMAN 
TO BE EXHUMED 
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\Good Time to Keep Hands 
Off Reparations. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The United States will not take 
the initiative toward a new effort to 
solve the German reparations problem 
nor will it assume membership in the 
reparations commission as matters now 
stand in Europe. 

Unless France speedily modifies the 
attitude which led to the collapse of 
the premiers’ conference and evinces 
a disposition to reopen the negotiations 
for a peaceful settlement of the contro- 
versy the Robinson resolution provid- 
ing for American representation on the 
reparations commission will be shelved 
in the senate. | 

That President Harding is not in 
favor of the adoption of the Robinson 
resolution under the circumstances cre- 
ated by the break in Paris was dis 
closed at the White House following 
the meeting of the cabinet. Mr. Har- 
ding does not consider the Robinson 
resolution important now, for the rea- 
son that the situation in Europe to- 
day is entirely different from the situ- 


ation with which the reparations com- 
mission was created to deal. 
U. 8. Couldn't Serve if There. 

The work of the reparations commis- 
sion is to assess indemnities and su- 
pervise their payment. The question at 
issue now, over which the Paris break 
occurred,.concerns the French plans 
to seize German properties to satisfy 


|reparations. That is a question beyond 


the jurisdiction of the reparations com- 
mission and the President does not 
see how the reparations commission 
or American representation thereon 
can possibly be of service. 
Actording to the White House, there 
was no actual meeting of the cabinet 
today, none of the members having any 
business to present. Secretary of State 
Hughes did not bring up the interna- 
tional situation, because he and the 
President are opposed to making any 
forma! representations to the allies con- 
cerning the reparations question. They 
hold that if America is to aid Europe 
to achieve a settlement Europe must 


*linvite the United States to sit in. 


* KEeonomic Body in Abeyance. 

The administration has suggested the 
creation of a commission of financiers 
and economic experts to resurvey the 
reparations questions and make recom- 
mendations as to the amount of the 
indemnities and the methods of pay- 
ment. That plan is before the French 
government and the other allies and if 
they want to adopt it, it is up to them 
go to inform the United States, in the 
opinion of the administration. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover is re- 
ported to be not entirely satisfied with 
this attitude, holding that a more ag- 
‘gressive course to influence Europe 
' should be adopted. He was largely re- 
sponsible for t:.e incubation of the ex- 
pert commission plan which is favored 
by J. P. Morgan and other financiers 
reputed to be ready to loan Germany 
$1,000,000,000 provided the reparations 
question is settled. 

The foreign relations committee, at 
a meeting today, delegated the chair- 
man, Senator Lodge [Rep., Mass.], to 
confer with Secretary of State Hughes 
and obtain his views as to the Robin- 
son resolution. 

Foes of Robinson Resolution. 

“Trreconcilable”’ leaders served no- 
tice that if an attempt should be made 
to pass the Robinson resolution they 


-| would not hesitate to launch a filibus- 


ter against it and kill it by obstruction 
until March 4. Party leaders, realiz- 
ing the confusion that would result 
from an effort to put through the Rob- 
ingon resolution, are urging the admin- 
istration to take a definite stand 
action on it at this time. 

Senator Watson [Rep., Ind.] in- 
formed the President that not only 
would an attempt to pass the Robinson 
resolution jeopardize the legislative pro- 
gram but would also split the party 
wide open. 

Unless the administration clearly in- 
dicates its desire for adoption of the 
Robinson resolution, the prospects are 
that it would not emerge from the for- 
eign relations committee soon. Senator 
Lodge is said to be opposed to it; all 
of the irreconcilables on the commit- 
tee are against it; and several Demo 
crats are said to question its advisa- 
bility at this time. .

It was announced today that a cab- 
inet meeting is, unlikely before next 
week. In the first place there is 
little to. discuss until France discloses 
her hand, and secondly, most of the 
members are on the continent or in 
the country and cannot reach Long- 
don for a few days. 

There is talk of summoning par- 
liament at an earlier date if France 
invadts the Ruhr, and securing its 
backing for the withdrawal of the 
British troops from the Rhine. There 
is little doubt about such a course 
being approved by parliament, as Brit- 
ish public opinion is thoroughly tired 
of maintaining the Rhine army. 


It is amusing to note the tone of 
the British press. Liberal papers all | 
praise Prime Minister Bonar Law for | 
his firmness in resisting the French 
demands, while of the Tory papers, 
representing his own party, some are 
regretful and others, like the Daily 
Mail, are frankly hostile. It is point- 
ed out by several that Mr. Lioyd 
George carried on the entente for 
four years without failure, while Mr. 
Bonar Law failed in less than four 
months.

BLANKS TO GO — 
OUT NEXT WEEK 


More than 100,000 application blanks 
for the $55 000,000 soldiers’ bonus which 
have been piled up for nearly two weeks 
in Springfield are to be distributed 
some time next week, according to the 
announcement made yesterday by Adjt. 
Gen. Black. At the same time the 
hlanks for the relatives of deceased vet- 
erans will be ready for distribution. 

The applications for the relatives, 
however. are not to be sent out like the 
other blanks: They are to be issued 
only on request, and each applicant 
must state his relationship to the sol- 
dier whose bonus he hopes to collect, 
as there are five different styles of 
blanks. 

The first blank will be used to es- 
tablish whether the deceased soldier 
would have been eligible for a bonus 
had he lived, while the other four 
establish the claim of the relative. 
Wives and husbands must fill out 
one style, children another, father cr 
mother a third, and brothers or sis- 
ters a fourth.

Revive Old Compact. 

This meeting, according to’ optimis | 
tic forecasts, will result in a revival of | 
the four state agreement. that was in 
effect for many years prior to the 
strike of April 1, 1922.

The coal commission chairman, ‘in 
a message Thursday, suggested that, 
rather than adjourn in disagreement, 
the meeting should authorize a con- 
tinuance until April 1, 1924, of the 
arrangement under which the strike 
was ended last August.

PUT IN BODY OF 
POISONED GIRL 


Operation Is Called a 
Success, but She Died. 


New York, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—-The 
death of

ijgshe had undergone an unusual opera- 


tion in a desperate attempt to save 
her life from the effect of bichloride 
of mercury poisoning. 

The operation consisted of trans- 
planting a sheep’s kidney into the 
woman's body. It was performed by 
Dr. Selian Neuhof of Bellevue hospital, 
assisted by Dr, Sinclair Wilhelm and 
by Dr, Ransom 8. Hooker. The usual 
treatment for mercury poisoning failed 
to improve her condition. It was ap- 
parent she would die of uraemia unless 
a “miracle” of surgery cold be per- 
formed and it was decided to attempt 
an organic transplantation. 

A sheep was taken to the laboratory. 
An incision was made in its side and 
its right kidney was exposed. After 
Mra, Robertson had been placed under 
the influence of an anesthetic, an in- 
cision was made in her right side. 

Then the sheep’s kidney was re- 
moved and placed in the woman’s 
body. The animal's renal artery was 
spliced to the woman's femoral artery 
and its renal] vein to her femoral] vein. 
A drain tube was aitached to the 
transplanted kidney and the incision 


the operation the woman’s kidneys 
began to function again, although 
slightly. The transplanted kidney also 
began to function slightly, but the ef- 
fect of the bichloride had gone too far. 

There is a question as to whether

Fisk Murder One of Big 


7 ; | Sensations of Century. 


| 


Fifty years ago today, on Jan. 6, 
1873, Edward Stiles Stokes, a young 
and prominent New Yorker, was found 
guilty of the murder, exactly one year 
before, of his friend and associate, Jim 
Fisk. The verdict marked the end of 
a trial that had been the sensation of 
the year, not alone for the murder, but 
| for the story of passion, rascality, and 
intrigue which it laid bare. 

Stokes had come to New York at the 
age of 17 from Philadelphia, where 
his family was distjnguished. He 
came to know Fisk, son of a Vermont 
peddier, but at that time a rich Wall 
street manipulator and the intimate 
friend of Jay Gould and William M, 
Tweed. Fisk took a great deal of in- 
terest in the younger man and made 
him his protégé, introducing him into 


-'his speculation’, many of which were 


criminal, and joining with him in the 
notorious Erie railway deal. 
Meets “ Josie ” Mansfield. 

In course of time Stokes went to the 
Fisk mansion on 23d street, where 
“Josie” Mansfield presided as its mis- 
tress. She was an actress who had 
failed in New York, but had, by her 
magnificent animal beauty, attracted 
Fisk, who had installed her as mis- 
tress of his house. At that time, de- 
spite her character, she was the rage 
of New York, and her dresses, hats, 
and jewels were copied everywhere. 

Stokes soon came under her infiu- 
ence and before long his paasion was 
returned. Fisk then set out to ruin 
Stokes, having him arrested for em- 
bezzlement and nearly breaking him 
financially. Miss Mansfield joined 
forces with Stokes and gave him let- 
ters she had received from Fisk, ex- 
posing some of the secrets of Tam- 
many and the Erie ring. Fisk had 
to pay $10,000 to get back the let- 
ters and retorted with an action 
against them both for blackmail. 


Fisk Shot Down. 


Stokes left his house on the after- 
noon of Jan. 6, 1872, and went to the 
Grant Central hotel, where he sta- 
tioned himself in the lobby. Fisk 
entered a little later. Stokes, re- 
volver in hand, fired twice at him. 
Fisk fell to the floor and died next 
day. 
At the trial the defense attempted 
to prove that Stokes had acted in self- 
defense, but their contention that two 
revolvers were found on the scene was 
set at naught and the jury brought in 
a verdict of murder in the first degree. 
Stokes was sentenced to death, but 
afterward at another trial the verdict 
was altered to manslaughter, and he 
was released by Gov. Grover Cleveland 
after serving four years. 


Lives in Solitude. 


After his release he lived alone, de- 
pendent on what little of his fortune 
was left. It is said that he was always 
haunted by a fear of Fisk's ghost. -Be- 
fore he died in 1901 a reconciuation was 
effected between him and his cousin, 
William E. D. Stokes, whose promi- 
nence in New York has continued for 
many years and whose divorce fight 
with Mrs. Helen Stokes brought out 
notorious charges and counter charges. 

Miss Mansfield, whose relations with 
Stokes ended with the murder, fled to 
Paris, where in 1891 she married Rob- 
ert L. Reade, formerly of Minneapolis 
and New York. Later she was stricken 
with paralysis and lived in retirement 
until her death there a few years ago.

Two Throws in Penalty Zone. 

The fact that just as many points are 
being scored as ever from the foul line 
is due to the fact that under the new 
playing rules two shots are given for 
all personal fouls committed upon a 
player in possession of the ball in the 
penalty zone. This is a new feature 
added since the 1922 season. 

The new rules in marking the court 
require that a line be drawn seventeen 
feet from out and parallel to each end 
line, In other words, the free throw 
line at each end will be extended to 
touch the side line, and all territory 
within this space at either end is known 
as a penalty area. 

A player of the offensive side in pos- 
session of the ball in this area when 
fouled is now entitled to two free 
throws, regardless of whether he is 
shooting for goal A member of the 
defensive side who is fouled in this ter- 
ritory gets only one shot. The same 
holds true of a persona! foul committed 
in any ©ther part of the court.

As a result of the new playing code, 
running with the ball, double dribbles, 
kicking the ball, striking it with the 
fist, and the lesser violations of the 
rules are no longer known as technical 
fouls, and the team guilty of these mi- 
nor infractions will not be penalized so 
severely asin the past.

New York, Jan. 5.—Will H. Hays, 
president of the Motion Picture Produc- 
ers and Distributors of America, Inc., 
today issued what he termed his final 
word on the case of Roscoe C. (“Fatty”) 
Arbuckle. 

Mr. Hays’ statement was issued after 
a long conference yesterday with his 
committee on public relations concern- 
ing the status of the comedy star, who 
was banned from the screen after the 
death of Virginia Rappe, screen act- 
ress, at a drinking party in San Fran- 
cisco. .Mr. Hays expressed the belief 
that Arbuckle should have a chance to

His statement follows:

Woman Defends 
Right of Her Sex 
to Special Laws 


Are Illinois working women entitled 
to special legislation, or does their po- 
litical equality make economic privi- 
lege unfair? 

This question was fought out last 
night at the banquet given by the 
Mississippi Valley Conference on In- 
dustrial Legislation held at the City 
club under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Consumers’ league. 

Women should seek to improve their 
industrial conditions by the same 
methods as employed by men, the 
union, and organization, according to 
Prof. Ernest Freund of the University 
of Chicago. 

Condemning Prof. Freund's plan, 
Mrs. Florence Kelley, general secretary 
of the Consumers’ league, declared 
women are forced to work for legisla- 
tive aid. 

“The majority of working women,” 
said Mrs. Kelley, “are between the 
ages of 14 and 25. The group is im- 
permanent and unable to organize. In 
many instances the women receive gu!- 
aries too smal] to permit them to pay 
union dues. They are physically un- 
able to carry through any fight for 
better industrial conditions. ‘icy: 
compelled to ask for special legisla- 
tion.”
